ALLON'S TRIP 
TO EUROPE

Was it Bula Madungu? Israel 
Television asserted categorically 
that it was. But the Foreign Min- 
istry denied it. 

Bula Madungu is the Foreign 
Minister of Zaire — possibly the 
mystery man whom Israel's Foreizn 
Minster Yigal Allon met in Europe 
over the weekend. 

Allon left Israel unannounced on 
Friday, and returned on Saturday 
night. His ministry would only say 
he had been in Europe “on ministry 
business,” ' 

After a day of speculation — ex- 
tending from Nahum Goldmann, 
through the Shah of Iran, to Leo- 
Pold Senghor of Senegal — tho 
Ministry grudgingly issued another 
statement: Allon had “not met with 
any representative of a state which 
does not maintain relations with 
Israel, nor with a representative 
of any Arab organization.” 

Observers noted that the state- 
ment did not specify diplomatic re- 
lations — and the ministry gieefully 
conceded that this was indeed so. 
“That widens the field rather, 
doesn’t it,” an official soted. 

Several African states which se- 
vered their diplomatic relations with 
Israel stil) maintain trade relations. 

Informed sources said the mys- 
tery man was “not an American, 
not a European and not a Pales- 
tinjan.” Nor was he Tunisia's Bour- 
ghuiba, Ivory Coast's Houphouet- 
Boigny was also considered unlikely. 

Political foes of the Foreign Min- 
ister accused him of deliberately 
creating the atmosphere of secrecy 
around what was a not overly im- 
portant encounter, Some said Allon 
wag throwing up a smoke-screen 
to cover his reluctance to follow 
up his attack last week on Premier 
Rabin's policies. Allon has said he 
has new ideas on the Palestinian 
issue, but he has so far refrained 
from pressing them in the Cabinet 
or in the Labour Party. 

Sources close to Allon, on the 
other hand, asserted that to divulge 
the nature of his European rendez- 
vous would be to jeopardize its suc- 
cess, They said the meeting had 
been arranged some weeks ago. 

Sources in the Prime Minister's 
Office said Mr. Rabin had approved 
Allon's trip in advance. 


Cyprus marriage

NEW YORK. — Cyprus is once 
more becoming a marriage haven 
for Israeli couples denied marital 
rites by the Rabbinate, "New York 
Times” correspondent Steven Ro- 
berts reported from Nicosia yester- 
day. 

The marriage business on the 
island felt off after the Turkish in- 
vasion in July 1974 but is picking 
up again, drawing couples not only 
from Israel but other Eastern Medi- 
terranean lands where mixed mar- 
riages are outlawed or discouraged. 

Cyprus is the only country in the 
region which has civil marriage, 
Roberts noted, A couple may wed 
there 17 days after filing notice 
but the period can be cut to seven 
days for a special fee of $110.

Atherton to meet 
Rabin, Allon today

Premier Yitzhak Rabin and For- 
eign Minister Yigal Allon will con- 
fer in Jerusalem today with U.S. 
Aassistant-Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton, who has just wound up 
a tour to Syria, Jordan, Saudi Ara- 
bin and Egypt. The senior Amer- 
ican diplomat was due to arrive 
here from Cairo this morning. 

Mr. Atherton has been sounding 
out Arab intentions toward the 
January 12 Middle East debate at 
the Security Councll which Israel 
sald it would boycott because a 
PLO delegate has been invited to 
attend. 

Atherton’s final report is seen by 
observers as bound to compell 
Washington to adopt a clear-cut 
stand, mainly on the Palestinian 
‘asue and the PLO, whose invitation 
to next month's debate was extend- 
ed through a Security Council state- 
ment and not 2 vote. 

Until last week, the Americans 
were reported to have held that the 
PLO's participation In the Security 
Counci] debate might signal a posi- 
“ive switch on the part of the Pa- 
Jestinian leadership, uniess it sought 
in collaboration with the other Arab 
states to amend Security Council 
resolution 242 which has so far gov- 
erned all Middle East peace efforts. 


Washington had repeatedly ex- 
pressed its opposition to any alter- 
ation in resolution 242, which was 
also the basis of resolution 338 
issued following the Yom Kippur 
war, 

The crux of the issue is that the 
PLO had been objecting to 242, which 
relates to the period after the 1967 
war, and has demanded a return to 
the 1947 partition resolution which 
the Palestinian radical leadership 
views as a springboard toward their 
aspiration for the creation of a “Pal- 
estinian secuJar state” based on the 
elimination of Israel's state struc- 
ture. 

It was not known by last night 
whether Mr, Atherton would be 
bringing here any drastic develop- 
ments in the Arab stand. At least 
Syria and Jordan, both of which are 
now linked in a political and mili- 
tary alliance, have already voiced 
their expectation that the Security 
Council next month would outline 
the groundwork for an overall Mid- 
dle East settlement including the 
Palestinian issue. 

While obviously evading a con- 
frontation with the U.S., both these 
countries indicated that only fol- 
lowing the Security Council debate 
would they evaluate their cooperation 
with Washington’s diplomatic efforts 
for a Middle East settlement. 


Peres reports on trip 


Jerusalem Poa. Reporter 
Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
reported to the Cabinet yesterday 
that he had stressed in his talks 
in Washington that the Middle Hast 
military balance was not in favour 


of Israel. 
Surveying his trip to tthe U.S., 
Peres said he told Congressional 


leaders that Israel was taking risks, 
even when the IDF was outnumber- 
ed two to one, not to mention three 
to one. 

Israel wanted weaponry more to 
replace outdated equipment than to 
increase the size of Its army, Peres 
had told the Congressmen. 

He said his talk with new Defence 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld covered 
‘the Middle East military and poli- 
tical scenes in great detail. They 
discussed the principal items which 
Israel sought to buy and the de- 
livery dates, Israel wanted its rela- 
tong with the Pentagon to be based 


on maximum underatanding and co- 
ordination, Peres had told his 
counterpart. The meeting reflected 
a friendly atmosphere and a con- 
siderable degree of mutual under- 
standing, Peres told the Cabinet. 


The Defence Minister said he 
found Congressmen very sympathe- 
tic to Israel and well informed 
about Israel's needs. 


His talks in the State Depart- 
ment with Under-Secretary Joseph 
Sisco covered ‘the situation in Le- 
banon, the latest rapprochement be- 
tween Syria and Jordan, and the 
new military deployment in the 
Sinai desert as the American tech- 
nicians were due to come in. Peres 
Said he told Sisco that Israel would 
not reconcile itself to the attempt 
at the Security Council to link PLO 
representation with the issue of re- 
newing the mandate of UNDOF on 
the Golan Heights.

Mortar fire 
on patrol

SAFAD. — Several mortar shells 
were fired from Lebanon yesterday 
at an IDF patrol north of Kibbutz 
Baram in Galilee. It was the fifth 
firing incident in the sector since 
the start of last week.

Quieter in Lebanon, gunmen still in control

Tension remained high in Leban- 
on yesterday as gunmen retained 
control of strategic crossroads in 
Beirut and elsewhere in the country 
jn defiance of a week-long cease- 
fire, the 16th in three months. 

Compared to recent violent week- 
ends, yesterday was relatively quiet 
and government security forces 
went out for the bitter harvest of 
bodies. This weekend's tally was 68. 
timated at 20 killed. Four persons 
were killed in Zahle yesterday in 
scattered fighting. 

The government yesterday was 
seen to be still unable to contain 
the violence, periodically rekindled 
by radical leftists and ultra-reli- 
gious Moslems, ax well as extre- 


mist Christian Maronites. Despite 
their conflicting aims, all of these 
groupings are opposed to 8. com- 
promise formula for moderate poli- 
tical and social reforms meant to 
create a so-called “Second Repub- 
Nc" in Lebanon. The formula had 
been worked out by Christian Ma- 
ronite President Suleiman Franjieh 
and Moslem Premier Rashid Karami, 
both of whom indicated that they 
would prefer to preserve Lebanon's 
sectarian syatem -— though pro.

Beirut reports indicat- 
ed that Damascus might be having 
second thoughts over -supporting 
the combined PLO-leftist uprising, 
sparked by anti-Syrian radical ele- 
Ments aided by Iraq and Libya. 

Implications were that Syria was 
now coordinating with the Lebanese 
authorities a low-keyed security co- 
operation that would not trigger an 
Israeli reaction to Syria's inter- 
vention.

Farm produce is carried from

Avneri scores police handling 
of attempt on his life

TEL AVIV. — “Extremely pecu- 


liar,” was Uri Avneri’s description 
of police handling of the events 

ing the arrest and arraign- 
ment of the suspect who attacked 
him last week. 

Avneri was to reporters 
at his home at 10A Rehov Ruppin, 
the site of last week's incident. Only 
an hour out of the hospital, and 
despite a wound on his cheek and 
bandages on his hand, Avneri seemed 
fit enough, although pale. 

Avnerj said that when police came 
to his apartment following the 
stabbing, they told his wife the at- 
tacker was not the same individual 
who had attacked her husband be- 
fore, despite her claims to the con- 
trary. “Why,” asked Avnery, “were 
the police so quick to deny that 
the two attacks were committed 
by the same individual?” 

“And when the man wag ar- 
raigned on Friday,” Avneri asked, 
“why were his name and picture 
banned for publication?” This, the 
52-year-old editor said, was a com- 
Pletely umprecedented decision by 
the remanding judge, Yehoshua 
Gross.

H.U. library gets rare 
collection of old maps 


The first map ever printed — a 
rare, copy of a map of ancient Is- 
rael printed in Germany in 1475, 
in the earliest days of printing — 
ds one of the 4,000 pieces in 8 
private collection of antique maps, 
travel journals, geographical illus- 
trations and atlases amassed in the 
past 28 years by Eran Laor of 
Jerusalem. 

Some 3,000 of the maps having 
cartographic value, and all the 
books, have recently been donated 
to the Jewish National and Univer- 
sity Library at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity by Laor, on his return from 
Geneva, where he served for 25 
years as treasurer of the Jewish 
Agency for Europe. 

The youthful 75-year-old collector, 
8 confirmed bachelor, says his pas- 
sion for travel books and maps 
was kindled during a brief stay in 
Teheran on a Jewish Agency mis- 
sion in 1945. With enormous patience 
and a feeling for the “game” of col- 
Jecting, he managed with limited 
financial means to assemble the 
largest private collection of its kind 
in the world. Most of the maps are 
related to the Land of Israel or the 
Jewish people. The value of the col- 
lection has been estimated at over 


a million dollars. 

An interesting item in the collec- 
tion is ἃ map of the Santa Katerina 
area in Sinai, a naive drawing by 
one of the monks Hving in the 
menastery, printed on the Island of 
Naxos in 1736. It is essentially an 
historical map, portraying events 
in this region from the time of 
Moses to the lifetime of the artist 
— a fanciful mixture of history and 
imagination. Its legend is painstak- 
ingly written in Greek, Latin and 
Russian. 

A map of military roads of the 
Roman Empire is precise as to the 
roads but utterly inaccurate 89 to 
the size and location of bodies of 
water. In this map, Israel appears 
in a corner — unlike the typical 
mediaeval custom of placing Jeru- 
salem at the centre of the world. 
An example of the latter style is 
found in a map of the world first 
printed in Germany in 1475, drawn 


‘in a circle with Jerusalem at the 


centre. Laor has a later edition of 
this, printed in France in the early 
16th century. 

An item from 19th-century Ger- 
many is a picture of a hook-nosed 
Jew gazing longingly at a map of 
Palestine.

BHERSHEBA. — There are preda-~ 
tors in Israel — far from the low- 
life night spots and the unsavoury 
Side of the business world — that the 
nature authorities want to preserve. 
They are the wolves, foxes and 
leopards of the Negev. 

They, along with other animals 
threatened Dy man’s intrusion into 
the desert, were the subject of a 
one-day seminar yesterday at Ben- 
Gurion University of the Negev 
here, which drew 200 people. 

Uzi Paz, chief scientist of the 
Nature Reserves Authority, noted 
at the seminar that predators are 
threatened by the Beduin and their 
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predators 


flocks. Paz said there is no law 
limiting the movements or size of 
the herds and that Beduin shepherds 
iegalty destroy predators. ‘The 
Negev is the only area in Israel 
where one can speak of a safe 
future for wildlife predators so they 
could be observed and studied, he 
said. 


Paz stressed the importance of 
declaring beauty spots as nature 
reserves and said the Negey bed = 
surprising richness fauna con- 
sidering how little rain it recelves 
and the wide of temperature 
of its climate. He said 76 of the 
desert area's different plants grew 
nowhere else. 

'The seminar was jointly sponsored 
by the Nature Protection Society, 
the Environmental Protection Ser- 
vice and the Nature Reserves Au-

The merger ts expected to take 
Place officially within a fortnight. 
The new grouping, tentatively called 
the National Labour Party, has 
eight out of Likud’s 38 members 
in the Knesset. 

The political line of the new party 
will be that the entire arez of Pa- 
lestine, or Eretz Israel, ts the Pro- 
mised Land to which the Jews are 
returning by right. However, its 


programme states that the main is- 
Sue between Israel and its neigh- 
bours 15 not the number of square 
kilometres which the Jewish State 
occupies, but the acceptance of the 
Jewish State by the Arabs in the 
area.

‘Slowdown won't cause 
unemployment in areas’

Plans have been drawn up to 
provide jobs for any residents of 
the West Bank or Gaza who find 
themselves out of work as a result 
of the expected economic slowdown, 
Recording to an authoritative source 
in the military government. 

The authorities expect that many 
of the Arabs dismissed from jobs 
in Israel will be absorbed naturally 
by the labour market in the areas 
themselves. Both the West Bank 
and Gaza are suffering from severe 
labour shortages, they point out. 

Jobs provided by the authorities 
will not be im the nature of arti- 
ficial relief work, but will be pro- 
ductive work on necessary projects, 
such as permanent housing for Gaza 
Strip refugees or roads on the West 
Bank. The implementation of the 
projects will depend on the avail- 
ability of money, it was stressed. 

Meanwhile, the economic situation 
on the West Bank hax receded 
slightly, and there are some signs 
of consequent unrest, fed also by 
the real and psychological effects 
of inflation, the sources said. But 
activity is still intensive, as the 
labour shortage illustrates, and con- 
siderable amounts are being invest- 
ed in expanding existing industry 
and building new plants. In Gaza, 
there has been no recession at all, 
and the Strip’s economy is still 
booming. 

Trade with Israel is constantly 
increasing; and although some goods 
are imported from and exported to

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New helmet 
more resistant 
to bullets 


The new, lighter steel helmet. 


The Orlite Engineering Company, 
a subsidiary of Israel Aircraft In- 
dustries, has produced a new steel 
helmet that is 20 per cent more 
resistant to bullets and shrapnel 
than the American model widely 
used by NATO forces, the army 
said yesterday. 

The new helmet, which is aiso 400 
grams lighter than the American 
version, has been issued on a limit- 
ed basis to Israeli infantry and 
artillery troops after army tests on 
@ variety of headgear, the spokes- 
man said. 

The lightweight strength of the 
helmet is due in part to an un- 
detachable “ballistic nylon” ning, 
Pinhas Dagan of the engineering 
company said. The American helmet 
has a removable plastic liner. 

The army spokesman said mass 
production of the 12 kg. helmet 
will begin shortly for wider issue 
to Israeli soldiers and possible ex- 
port to foreign arms companies.

Toto-touting Tel Aviv clerk 
let off with a warning

TEL AVIV. — The reconvened mu- 
nicipal disciplinary court — which 
thad been paralysed for months in 
protest over the hiring of detectives 
to shadow employees suspétted of 
moonlighting -—— has let off with 
a warning one of the first men the 
detectives found to be engaged in 
private business in ‘his official 
working hours. 3 

The employee in question was ab- 
sent from his post during work- 
ing hours and the detectives brought 
in by Mayor Shlomo Lahat found 
that he was spendimg the time sel- 
ling Toto football pool slips. The 
disciplinary court — which is com- 
posed of representatives of the Mu- 
nicipality and of the employees 
union — gave him a suspended 
sentence for one year, saying he 
would be dismissed if during that 
year he is again caught moonlight- 
ing on city time. 

He was also deprived of two 
months’ for the four-month pe- 
riod in which he had been under 


suspension. 

The regulations provide that an 
employee who haa been suspended 
but not yet dismissed draws only 
half pay during the period of sus- 
pension. 

The court had been inactive ever 
since the use of private eyes to 
gather evidence against truant town 
hall employees was revealed. The 
union angered by the practice, boy- 
cotted the court and agreed to ket 
its representatives take part in its 


sessions again only after an agree- 
ment was reached with the Mayor 
whereby a special town hall unit 
would be set up to check on em- 
ployees' attendance. The union took 
this to mean that the use of pri- 
vate detectives would thereby. cease, 
although the mayor insists that 
where the unit proves ineffective, 
he would retain the option of bring- 
ing in detectives. 

Town Hall circles feel that the 
sentence meted out by the court 
is exceptionally light, one source 
close to the Administration calling 
it “ridiculous, and a mockery of all 
the efforts to deter employees from 
moonlighting.” It was noted that, 
during the period of the court's in- 
activity, the Municipal Council dis. 
missed an employee caught moon- 
lighting by detectives, and he was 
deprived of his pension rights des- 
pite over 20 years on the job. 

The employee involved in the pre- 
sent case insisted all along that 
the disciplinary court be convened 
to hear his case, arguing that the 
Council would be far harsher. 

There are over a dozen more 
cases of moonlighting, in which evi- 
dence had been gathered by detec- 
tives, still awaiting the court's 
hearing.

BUENOS AIRES. — Rebelling 
Argentine Air Force officers held 
out for a fourth day yesterday, 
despite the risk of further straf- 
by lo it war planes, 

ident Isabel Peton's govern- 
ment was apparently so sure the 
uprising had been put down that 
the official news agency broadcast 
a statement early yesterday an- 
nouncing “. . . children can again play 
in the parks.” 

But rebel spokesmen denied that 
auy settlement had been reached. 
They confirmed they were negotiat- 
ing with the Air Foree Commander, 
Brig. Orlando Agosti, but they made 
ho comment on the situation, The 
rebels hold the metropolitan air- 
port and base, and they are keeping 


Waves of government jets on 
Saturday strafed and bombed the 
runways and aprons at the Moron 
base, 32 kms. west of here, and 
insurgent commanders threatened 
to attack Government House, with 
Peron inside, in retaliation. 

Two of the handful of propeller- 
driven trainers at Moron were de- 
stroyed in the air raids and the 
Tunways were damaged.

New austerity measures 
confront Portuguese 


LISBON. — Portugal entered Christ- 
mas week yesterday with a harsh 
season's greetings from the govern- 
ment in the form of a wide-ran- 
ging programme of austerity mea- 


The government raised taxes and 
the prices of such staple consumer 
{tems as tobacco, petrol and coffee 
have already shot up with official 
approval or soon will, In addition, 
the nation has been promised ener- 
gy conservation measures and wage 
curbs. 

A Cabinet Minister's statement on 
Saturday bluntly told Portuguese 
that: “The sixth government does 
not hesitate to ask of the country 
voluntary and conscious acceptance 
of certain sacrifices.” 

Anticipation that the axe was 
ready to fall lent a certain despera- 
tion to frenzied pre-Christmas buy- 
ing in downtown Lisbon. Stores have 
been mobbed by shoppers. 

The austerity plan emerged from 
8 Cabinet meeting that Prime Min- 


ister Jose Pinheiro de Azevedo call- 
ed “the most important” his gov- 
ernment has held to date. The Ca- 
binet Ministers said they would take 
concrete action on wages at a 
meeting tomorrow. Politicians said 
this could lead to 8 ceiling on 
wages, 

‘The measures featured a whop- 
ping “20, 30 or 40 per cent” luxury 
tax for non-essential items. The new 
rates will replace a tax scale for 
non-essential. goods of 7, 15 or 25 
per cent. A one-shot automobile tax 
was approved, to be figured on a 
sliding scale, depending on the size 
of the car and its age. 

Electricity price increases and 
early closing hours for cinemas 
were also reported to be under 
consideration. 

The expected petrol price hikes 
will raise the cost of a gallon of 
high octane gas from $1.76 to $2.46. 
Portuguese already pay more for 
their gas than citizens of any other 
European country. (UPI)

REYKJAVIK. — The Leirhnukur 
Voleano continued to erupt yes- 
terday im northern Iceland and 
geologists expressed concern 
about the increase of smal} earth- 
quakes in the area which could 
signal major volcanic activity. 
The small mountain, located 
about three kilometres from the 


site of a new thermal electric 
power plant under construction 
at the town of Krafl, erupted 
Saturday morning. There were 
no injuries.

OPEC: the oil ‘defenders’ 


VIENNA. — The Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting countries was 
formed 15 years ago to “defend the 
oil producers against price dictates” 
of ‘Western oil companies. 

Despite widespread predictions’ of 
failure, it has succeeded in multip. 
lying the member countries’ oil in- 
come many times and is being co- 
pied by groups ranging from bana- 
ma and bauxite producers to Amer- 


The oil cartel — known as OPEC 
— now wields effective control over 
more than 80 per cent of the oil in 
world trade. 

Not only its economic muscle but 
also its political muscle was felt 
after the 1973 Yom Kippur War 
when powerful Arab members of 
the organization forced more ‘“neut- 
ral" Middle East policies from Ja- 
pan and Western European coun- 
Miss by the threat of witholding 
οἱ 

Since the war, OPEC has raised 
oil prices almost five-fold. The la- 
test increase, last October 1, put 
the benchmark price at $11.51 for 
a 42gallon barrel — up from 
$10.46. Differences in sulphur con. 
tent and distances from consumers 
of individual oil countries cause 
Some variation from the benchmark 
price, which is based on Arabian 
light crude. 


OPEC has 13 members, seven 


Arab and six non-Arab. They are 


together pro- 
duce almost 31 million barrels of 
oil a day. That is 55.9 per cent of 
the total oil produced in the world. 
But since the producers, the 
Soviet Union and U.S., consume 
most of their oil internally, this 
leaves the bulk of oil that moves 
in world trade in OPEC hands. 

The biggest single 
OPEC is Saudi Arabia, which has 
been averaging 7.6 million barrels 
a day. Recent OPEC figures list 
Iran second with 5.86 million bar- 
rels and Venezuela third with 3.36 
million. 

OPEC oil exports fell off consider- 
ably in the world-wide recession 
that followed the stiff oil price hike 
in late 1973 and early 1974, but 
demand has picked up somewhat 


Arabia over whether to raise prices 
again, The Saudis argued for main-. 
taining existing prices or raising 
them just slightly while Iran fav- ~ 
oured 15 per cent or more. They 
compromised on the 10 per cent 
figure.

Musie centre comes to Yemin Moshe

The Yemin Moshe windmill, 
which for a century has stood 
as a landmark to the emergence 
of Jewish settiement from the con- 
fines of the Old City walls, has 
taken on a new cultural sym- 
bolism with the opening of the 
Jerusalem Music Centre at its 


The centre, conceived by Isaac 
Stern, promises to be a major new 


catalyst in Israel's already flourish- dange: 


ing musical life. Here musicians of 
international stature like Stern him- 
self will meet with Israeli musi- 
cians, teachers and students in a 
Process aimed at involving them 
directly in the international musical 
community. 

For all its inherent prestige, the 
Centre 1s perhaps the most self- 
effacing building in Jerusalem. The 
bulk of it is underground, beneath 
the small plaza fronting the wind- 
milL The 
shielded by 
‘Mishkenot Sha'ananim, constructed 
by Moshe Montefiore in the 1860s 
to encourage Jews to leave the 
overcrowded Jewish Quarter. 

The main part of Mishkenot 
was converted two years ago into 
a plush guest house for visiting 
artists and intellectuals. On the 
slope above, for the most part un- 
noticed by the public, is a smaller 
building which formerly contained 


four apartments. Its interior has 
mow been converted into rehearsal 
rooms. The studio itself is a few 
steps to its rear. By sinking it into 
the slope, architects Sa’adia Mandel 
and Gobi Kertesz have preserved 
the quarter’s century-old profile. 

“The sheer number of musical 
talents in this country, both in the 
performing and teaching ends, is 
astonishing,” said Stern in a recent 
interview, “far out of proportion 
to its size." There is, however, a 
τ of losing much of this 
talent, he sald, if musicians feel 
they must go abroad to steep them- 
Selves in the ferment of the broader 
musical world. 


“Israel is a Uttle off the track. 
One of the necessary functions of 
musical growth is a lot of activity 
— the kind of international seet 
where you can hear different levels 
of accomplishment, different 
thoughts. You can't hear that here. 
Consequently sO many have left to 
hear what's going on.” : 

The object of the centre, he says, 
is to bring some of this ferment 
to Israel and provide an opportunity 
for face-to-face contact with major 
musical figures that would be un- 
available to the average music stu- 
dent abroad, “A person going abroad 
won't be able to sit for two weeks 
like he will be here with Alexander 
Schneider and Gina Bauchauer and 
Isaac Stern. It will provide intel- 
lectual sustenance with which they 


can feed themselves over long peri- 
ods of time.” 

The centre’s facilities for colour 
television taping and sound record- 
ing are not only the best in Israel, 
said Stern, but the most sophisti- 
cated available internationally. Al- 
though final touches on the studio 
will not be completed for another 
month, “it can very well turn out 
to be a recording jewel,” he declar- 
ed. These recording facilities will 
permit the visiting artists to reach 
a broader audience than that which 
comes to the studio — through 
taped demonstrations to be shown 
in schools and elsewhere. The fa- 
cilitles will be put at the disposal 
of chamber groups and students 
from Israel’s music conservatoires 
who will be able to perform at the 
studio and then criticize their own 


thing work as they watch and hear them- 


selves in replay. The directors of 
the centre hope to make it an inter- 
national address for the recording 
of chamber music, thereby also 
helping finance the centre's activ- 
ities. 

One of the most interesting ob- 
jectives is the creation of a music 
history archive by interviewing and 
recording the world’s great mousi- 
cians on TV tape. “We want people 
to be able to look back 40 years 
from now end see how these artists 
played and thought,” says Stern. 
“The best players are the best think- 
ers." In its earliest experimental 
filming, the centre managed to 


capture the late Pablo Casals when 
he visited here in connection with 
the opening of the Mishkenot guest 
house. (The square in front of the 
windmlli is named after the cellist.) 

The idea for the centre had deen 
with Stern for many years. It was 
transformed into a reality through 
the assistance of Mayor Teddy Kol- 
lek, the late Dr. Ya’acov Herzog 
(former director-general of the 
Prime Minister’s Office) amd a gift 
of IL8m. from Yad Avi Hayishuov, 
the foundation of the British Roth- 
schilds. 


Although the formal opening will 
not take place till next spring, work 
got under way last October when 
Stern, Schneider and EBauchauer 
spent three weeks worl with 
chamber groups and individuals. 
Watching these sessions were Is- 
raeli music students and teachers. 


By helping ᾿ strengthen Israel's 
musical Ufe, Stern feels he is also 
contributing to Israeli society in a 
broader sense. Music education, he 
says, infuses discipline. “It’s a civil- 
izing factor like no other form. It's 
also an assimilating factor and a 
cohesion factor. I've felt from the 
beginning that Israel's future — 
its real future — was in the mind, 
talent and spirit of the people. What 
they can do in the arts and sciences, 
creatively, philosophically, is what 
would mark them and give them 
a stature in the world completely 
at odds with the size of the state.”

TERROR COMES HOME 


THE NATURE and aims of the terrorist group that attacked 
the OPEC ministers in Vienna were unclear yesterday. How- 
ever, from the communique issued mysteriously in Geneva, 
it appears that the principal terget of the terrorists was 
Saudi Arabia, branded as reactionary, imperialist lackey and 


If-this is in fact the case the attackers would fit into the 
extreme left underground that has developed into a kind of 
terrorist international. However, the irony is that this inter- 
national, which includes groups that have emerged in Japan, 
Germany and elsewhere has for long cooperated with — 
and been helped by — the Arab terrorist organizations, who 
in turn have received major financial support from Saudi 
Arabia, and other Arab oil producers. ; 

The aim of the Saudis and the oil sheikhs quite clearly has 
been to divert the more radical elements in the terrorist 
organizations from taking aim at their feudal regimes. Bat 
by encouraging terror, the Saudis especially were unwittingly 
developing @ mechanism that would turn against them as well. 

For Austria the incident is an embarrassment, for never 
before have terrorists of whatever stripe been able to capture 
and hold hostage such a collection of high officials. Yet if, 
as is claimed, security was lax at the OPEC conference, this 
too can probably be attributed to the prevailing sense among 
the Arab oil producing states that terrorism, like oil, is an 
export commodity from whose costs they are immune. 


EYELESS IN WASHINGTON 


EVENTS IN ANGOLA — where Russia is seen as 2 bold and 
cynical aggressor — have moved so rapidly that the dilemma 
of U.S. leaders is now blatant. This has been compounded 
by the U.S. Senate’s move to cut off funds for military aid 
to the anti-Communist factions in Portugal’s former colony. 
Moscow has viewed with satisfaction the Western indecision

THE FIRST ‘Royal 
Government,’’ installed in 
Madrid earlier this month under 
the premiership of Carlos Arias 
Navarro, is faced with 
a difficult task. Its 19 
ministers will have to put an end 
to a 39-year-long era of personal 
power and prepare Spain for 
democracy, while avoiding any 
dangerous political convulsions. 

The first reaction of the 
clandestine left in Spain and 
elsewhere in Europe was to point 
out that all the new ministers 
had occupied high posts in the 
old regime. That is true. But 


over the past few years many of - 


them had begun to adopt 
positions which indicated they 
had changed their way of think- 
Ing and were now leaning 
towards democracy. 

The three key men in this 
cabinet — Fraga fribarne 
{Minister of the Interior), 
Areilza, Count of Motrico 
(Minister of Foreign Affairs) 
and Antonio Garrigues (Minister 
of Justice) come from the ranks 
of the diplomatic corps. Until 
November, Fraga Iribarne was 
Ambassador in London and prior 
to that had served as Minister of 
Information and during his 
tenure of office succeeded in 
passing a Press Law which 
abolished censorship. Motrico 
has been Ambassador in 
Washington and Paris, and 
Garrigues has been an envoy in 
Washington and the Vatican. 

Over the past two years all 
three have written hundreds of 
articles and many books and 
have given numerous lectures 
demonstrating their desire for

period of convalescence — 


" thorough reforms in the struc- 


ture of. the state which would 
enable the incorporation of 
Spain into Western European 
democracy. Garrigues even 
wrote a few months ago that the 
time had come for Franco to 
hand over his powers to the 
then Prince Juan Carlos. At one 
time, Motrico, who was- a 
member of the Privy Council of 
Don Juan (father of Juan 
Carlos), had his passport con- 
fiscated. The presence of these 
three men in the new cabinet is a 
guarantee that Premier Arias is 
ready for ‘‘the change." 
Otherwise these men would have 
refused the posts offered them. 

Notwithstanding his 
antecedents as Chief of Police, 
Minister of the Interior and 
Mayor of Madrid, Carlos Arias 
Navarro is, in my opinion, a fun- 
damentally honest man who un- 
derstands that the ideologies of 
the "40s are no longer valid for 
modern Spain. Arias Navarro 
was Franco's last Prime 
Minister and is the King’s first. 
His appointment can be inter- 
preted as a desire for a smooth 
transition from one system to 
another. 

When he became Prime 
Minister in January 1974, Arias 
Navarro presented to the Cortes a 
programme based on liberal

instructions on feeding’

Sir, — According to Mr. Moshe 
Kelman, Director of the Department 
of Dental Health of the Ministry of 
Health, the crash courses for im- 
migrant dental practitioners were 
decided upon by 4 committee set up 
by the Ministry of Health, all 
members of which “were qualified 
dental surgeons, one member 
representing the Ministry of Health, 
one the Israel Dental Association 
and the remaining three professors 
of dentistry"* (December 4). 
Unfortunately, the Ministry of 
Health behaved differently in the 
case of instructions on infant feeding 
given to young mothera in Tipat 
Halav clinics which, according to 
many pediatricians, are faulty and 
endanger the health of infants and 
adults. The Maternal and Child 
Health Section and the Nutrition 
Division of the Ministry of Health set 
up ἃ committee of experts to study 
the problem without consulting the 
Israel Pediatric Society. The 
Ministry of Health nominated as 
chairman of the committee a 
pediatrician in charge of premature 
babies at Beilinson Hospital (more 
experienced in feeding premature 


babies than normal ones) and as 
members, it picked hospital staff 
pediatricians, excluding children 
specialists practising outside 
hospital wards and thus more in con- 
tact with healthy children. 


feed babies for use in nursing schools 
and Tipat Halav clinics, claiming 
that its contents reflected the views 
of the committee. However, a promi- 


the booklet did not reflect the views 
of the committee members, but 
those of its author. 

Moreover, the Pediatric Council of 
the Israel Pediatric Society criticiz- 
ed the booklet at its meeting of April 
4 and sent an appropriate letter to 
the Director General of the Ministry 
of Health. I also sent a letter to him, 
asking that the booklet be withdrawn 
and a new committee be set up in 
collaboration with the Israel 
Pediatrie Society, but was turned

Cut in free 
education 
‘pernicious’

Sir, — The Government budget 
plan to cut out free education, not 
only in grade 10, but also in grade 
nine, is one of the most pe! ious 
acts of policy it can carry out. 

Apparently, the Government lacks 
1L50m. for grade nine. The sum is 
ridiculous on a national scale, when 
one considers the money that has been 
poured into saving Dimona Fibres, 
the ISB, Arad Chemicals and a host 
of concerns that have failed. It is 
paltry when one takes into account 
the fact that two-thirds of all credit is 
regulated, i.e. subsidized at the tax- 
payers’ expense. ᾿ 

A cardinal feature of the welfare 
state is that education should be a 
universal, free service paid for out of | 
general taxation: it is a fundamental 
precept of social equality. If educa- 
tion is to be made compulsory, but 
dependent on the ability of the 
parent to pay according to a 
graduated wage-scale, then there 
will be abuses. Some people will 
break the law and not send their 
children to school, others will make 
false returns. It is well known that in 
Brades 10, 11 and 12 this already 
happens and the self-employed get 
away with it, by presenting income 
assessments three or four years out 
of date, while the salaried man 
shows his last pay slip. Ἁ 


Most people will grumble that sub- 
sidies are being cut, health charges 
going up, etc., but to cut free educa- 
tion services and make them subser- 
vient to people's purses is to 
mortgage the future. Instead of cut- 
ting the cake absolutely equally, the 
aim should be to produce more. 
wealth and more free services paid 
for out of general taxation, even if it 
means higher income tax.
